she made her debut, when only six 
years old, in 
“Uncle 
Toni’s Cabin,” 
wherein she impersonated a slave girl. 
And here already she unconsciously 
created a sensation, although she did 
not have to utter a word. 
But her face having been blacked 
with licorice juice, 
little 
Hortense, 
while looking at the audience, started 
licking all around her mouth, thus 
creating a white circle in her tiny 
black face. 
Those in the front rows 
of the stalls noticed her and their 
laughter soon spread 
to the 
whole 
house. 
A few years 
later Offenbach 
dis­ 
covered her and she at once became 
famous. 
It was she who created the 
title role in the “Grand Duchess” and 
in the great French master’s other 
operettas. 
In addition to her great talent H or­ 
tense was remarkably witty, especial­ 
ly at the expense of those who had 
the misfortune of incurring her dis­ 
pleasure. 
Some 
of 
her 
repartees 
have not been forgotten. 
During the 
Franco-German war she came to Lon­ 
don, where she met a lady, a rival, to 
whom she owed a grudge.

The problem of bleaching clothes in 
laundries without rotting the clo th 
Always been a serious one, but a rn a- 
chine is now on the market which 
is 
expected to do away with the use o f 
chloride of lime bleach, says the P o p- 
ular Mechanics. 
It is a device f o r 
producing 
bleaching 
liquor e le c tro ­ 
lytically from an ordinary salt b rin e. 
This liquor or chlorine is claimed t o 
be harmless to clothes, and in fact is 
considered equal in this respect to t t i e 
old grass bleach. 
The machine, or electrolyzer, occ u- 
pies a floor space of three by four feest,

and has a capacity to take care of 
a 
laundry business of $3,000 per w e e lt. 
It holds 85 gallons of water, into w h ic h 
35 pounds of 
th e cheapest salt

The sa lt water runs slo w ly 
into an electrolyzing vat, and a CU r 
rent of electricity is thrown on. 
Xt 
travels through th e water, which c l r- 
culates between carbon plates, t h u s 
making the 
bleaching 
fluid. 
T Ix e 
fluid flows into an other tank, where i t 
is drawn when needed. 
By means o f 
recording instrum ents attached to fix e 
machine it is possible at all times t o 
determine the stre n g th of the chlorin e 
produced.

know n that any persons were killed. 
T he new quakes are startin g the fires 
afresh and the people are in a con­ 
dition bordering on panic. 
Suez, Jan. 4.—The converted cruiser 
Yankton entered the canal this after­ 
noon and the supply ship Culgon prob­ 
ably will pass in tonight. The former 
has a num ber of doctors aboard and 
the latter a large supply of provisions 
and stores. Both will go to M essina at 
full speed. All 
arrangem ents 
were 
m ade by wireless for the ships of the 
fleet to pass through the 
canal 
as 
quickly as possible and to coal at Port 
Said, where 25,000 tons are stored. 
Reggio, Jan. 2.—Rain adds to the 
desolution of the scene and the dif­ 
ficulties attending the work of rescue, 
while the continuance of interm ittent 
shocks/kceps the population in a state 
of agitation which is pitiable to see.

Rome, Jan. 2.—The figures telegraph­ 
ed you two days ago of the catastro­ 
phe in Sicily and Calabria, which made 
the num ber of victims 200,000, are now 
confirmed to the A rgentin Stefani and 
Italian News Agency by Prof. Picco, 
director of the observatory on Mount 
A etna/ 
He denies, however, that the 
earthquake had a volcanic origin. 
New York, Jan. 2.— Spontaneous ac­ 
tion throughout the country to succor 
the distress of Italy has assum ed the 
character of a National movement. Re­ 
ports from all sections of the country 
show cities, individuals, religious bod­ 
ies, Red Cross organizations, private 
corporations, commercial bodies and 
all branches of public and private life 
joining in the hum ane and practical 
expression of the Am erican people in 
behalf of the afflicted nation. Already 
m ore than $500,000 in cash is in hand 
and most of this has been cabled, or 
is on its way to Italy.

ruins. Twenty villages in the province 
have been destroyed and seven thou­ 
sand persons killed. 
Telegram s from R agnara state that 
not a single house rem ains standing 
Even th? churches collapsed.

The num ber of troops now on 
the spot is not sufficient for the work 
of rescue.

T he few dispatches which ar­ 
rive from the city ask pressingly for

ing bodies is already insupportable. 
All villages on the coasts and m oun­ 
tains send desperate appeals for aid 
and troops are being sent into the dis­ 
trict and are undertaking the work of 
rescue everywhere.

J he Italian Free Masons have con­ 
tributed 100,000 francs. 
The Russian battleship Magaroff has 
brought a second contingent of four 
hundred wounded from Messina. 
The 
rescued people are loud in their praise 
of the Russian sailors. 
Correspondents of new spapers can 
not telegraph from Messina, but the 
governm ent is going on rapidly and i3 
well organized in such a m anner as to 
cover the whole extent of the town. 
M erchant vessels are transporting the 
wounded to Naples and Palermo. Two 
or three trans-Atlantic 
liners 
have 
been sent to give shelter to those who 
escaped and act as 
floating hospitals. 
Additional troops 
will 
leave

evening from Rome ana other large 
towns. 
Medical students 
and 
engi­ 
neers are also leaving for the scene 
of the catastrophe . 
Governm ent functionaries have of­ 
fered to the prime m inister to give a 
portion of their salaries to the fund 
for the victims. 
Rom e 
and 
other 
cities have money boxes deposited at 
v arious points so every one can give 
offerings. 
Rome, Dec. 31.— The im mensity of 
the disaster in Southern Italy and 
Sicily can only be m easured by the 
fact th at it is now estim ated that HO, 
OOO people perished in M essina and 
Reggio alone. 
A score of other towns have been 
devastated and thousands of victims in 
these places m ust be added to the 
roll. 
In the face of these awful to­ 
tals Italy stands appalled. 
Nor has 
the full death list been reached. Ship­ 
loads of fugitives have arrived at N a­ 
ples and other ports and the vast m a­ 
jority of these are severely injured 
O ther thousands rem ain near the ruins 
of their homes or w ander half starv­ 
ed, half naked over the land. 
T he forces that on Monday over­ 
whelm ed the cities also destroyed the 
m eans 
of 
sustenance. 
Telegraphic 
com m unication has been re-established 
with Messina, the apparatus having 
been installed in a railway van. 
Mes­ 
sages which have come over the lines, 
though they have been m eager in de­ 
tail, show that hope is gone. 
Noth­ 
ing rem ains of the city but a m ass 
of ruins that have been swept by fire. 
A m ere handful of survivors are being 
cared for by the rescuing forces, but 
their distress is great and it has been 
increased by the violent cold wind that 
followed the heavy rains. 
Destitution 
is everyw here and appalling. There is 
little food and less w ater. 
Of M essina’s 90,000 population it is 
believed that fully 70,000 perished. 
F orty thousand people died in Reg­ 
gio. 


P art of Fleet to Aid Victim s. 
W ashington: 
The first division of 
Adm iral Sperry’s battleship fleet has 
been directed to go to Naples to as­ 
sist the relief work. 
T he rem ainder 
of the fleet is to be distributed at 
various points oil the M editerranean 
at Admiral Sperry’s discetion. None 
of th e other Italian ports are to be 
visited by the fleet.

WHITE BREAD, 
THE BROKEN STAFF 


W heat very closely resembles nuts 
in composition and digestive action. A 
large constituent of nuts is albumen. 
Corresponding to this we have 
in 
wheat, gluten, a form of albumen. 
The fact th at nuts contain almost 
50 per cent, fat, while grains contain 
from one to seven per cent., is an ob­ 
jection to the displacing of nuts. 
This 
w eakness of the grains has been met, 
intuitivelv. by adding butter fat 
to 
bread, though anim al fat is not a per­ 
fect substitute for nut fat. 
Starch, which forms about 60 per 
cent, of cereals, is nearly the 
same, 
chemically, as fat, the essential elem ent 
of each being carbon, but its digestionis 
m aterially different. 
W hen changed 
to sugar by the action of the saliva 
and of the intestinal fluids, starch 
is 
easily assimilated and serves the same 
purpose as fat; it supplies heat and 
energy. 
But cereal starch, if it is a 
natural substitute for other forms of 
carbon— sugar, fat and honey, 
is ex­ 
trem ely indigestible when incased, as 
it is in the ripe cereals, in cells that 
cannot be penetrated by the digestive 
liquids. 
B utter fat and nut fat are 
quickly reduced in the intestines to a 
soapy 
condition, 
and 
readily 
ab­ 
sorbed. 
Sugar is also easily taken up 
and used to supply heat and energy, 
but cereal starch mu§t first be 
con­ 
verted into sugar or glucose. 
The infant cannot digest starch, and 
the weak intestinal digestion is 
al­ 
ways debilitated by it. 
The same 
is 
true of potato starch, unless baked or 
m ade floury by dropping in 
boiling 
w ater and boiling rapidly. 
These facts I have proved by actual 
experiment, living for several days at 
a tim e on raw and again on 
cooked 
starch, besides testing them by artifi­ 
cial digestion in the laboratory. 
They 
have a very im portant bearing upon 
health, especially of children. 
W heat contains all the 
elements 
needed to support life and in due pro­ 
portion. 
The starch converted into 
sugar by the action of the saliva and 
intestinal fluids, gives heat and 
en­ 
ergy, the gluten or nitrogenous part 
builds flesh, and the 
m inerals 
found 
in the coarse brown outer layers fur­ 
nish all the mineral elem ents needed 
to support the action of brain 
and 
nerve and for the finer processes 
of 
nutrition. 
In the milling of superfine flour, how­ 
ever, some of these valuable minerals 
are thrown out. 
This reduces the nu­ 
tritive value of the flour, but it also 
m akes it much less valuable as a food, 
in another respect, as we shall see 
presently. 
No question in diet, 
except 
the 
m eat question, has been so vigorously 
debated as that of the relative values 
of white and brown or entire wheat 
bread. 
Some maintain th at the fine 
white flour contains a larger per cent. 
of nutrim ent than the entire wheat 
flour, quoting the analysis of th e gov­ 
ernm ent chemist to prove it. 
They 
also insist that the coarse outer shell 
of the wheat is extrem ely irritating to 
the delicate lining of 
th e 
intestinal 
canal, one physician, who writes ex­ 
tensively on diet, going so far as to 
say th at it is better to use the white 
bread and take a “judicious pill,” oc­ 
casionally. 
In speaking of the chief defect of 


milk as a food for adults, I called 
a t­ 
tention to its deficiency in iron, which 
gives that “sand” that Is necessary to 
bring the moral qualities into 
plav. 
Now the standard analyses show' that 
the percentage of iron in whole wheat 
is more than 
double 
that 
in 
su­ 
perfine white flour. Sulphur and chlor­ 
ine, highly essential elem ents of the 
blood, are entirely elim inated 
from 
white flour, and only a trace of sodium 
is left—wrhich cannot 
be 
naturally 
supplied in common salt. 
I he ordinary w'hite flour contains 
less than half as much fat as whole 
wheat, and only one fourth the min­ 
eral matter. 
Of course the deficiency of mineral 
elem ents of nutrition In white bread 
can be made up by eating potatoes 
green vegetables, 
beans, 
eggs 
and 
meat. 
Indeed, it is probable that the 
general use of this broken staff of 
life 
w'hite flour—is one of the causes 
of the abnormal craving for “variety.” 
Variety is the only salvation of him 
who depends upon white bread for his 
staple nourishment. 
But granting that variety Is desir­ 
able— though 
for 
reasons 
already 
given in the article on “The Simple 
Diet, 
I think it is not—it does not 
then follow that the substitution 
of 
white bread for whole wheat is 
ad­ 
visable. 
The greatest enemy the physician 
has to fight in some severe digestive 
disorders is ferm entation; and of all 
the elem ents th at 
favor 
continuous 
destructive ferm entation in the food 
tube the worst is w heat starch—not 
excepting the putrefying tendency of 
m eat in the lower Intestine. 
Anyone 
who has made flour paste knows how 
quickly it 
spoils 
and 
becomes 
a 
source of contamination. 
The condition m ost necessary to the 
digestion of bread is that it be fully 
exposed to the action of the digestive 
fluids. 
W hite bread forms in pellets, 
especially 
when 
eaten 
fresh; 
the 
Whole wheat is much m ore open to the 
circulation of those fluids; it cannot 
form dough pellets. 
It is urged by those who favor white 
bread that tests show a larger per­ 
centage of waste in the .^excreta from 
whole wheat bread; In other 
words, 
the fine white breath is more com plete­ 
ly assimilated. This is the truth, but 
not the whole truth. 
The whole 
w heat 
flour 
contains" 
everything that the fine white flour 
contains, and some very valuable ele­ 
m ents not in the white flour. 
It is true that the elem ents of food 
of which the largest percentages are 
needed in the daily, ration are carbon 
and nitrogen, and that white 
bread 
contains these in larger percentage, 
because excluding some valuable 
ele­ 
m ents of nutrition found in the whole 
wheat. 
But the exclusion of 
these 
elem ents breaks the staff of life. 
A 
m an might have a perfect 
stomach, 
perfect lungs, perfect kidneys, with 
abundance of food, and yet his death 
within 60 days from starvation might 
be a necessary conclusion from a con­ 
sideration of all the facts. 
Prof. 
Magendie, 
a 
distinguished 
French physician, fed two dogs, ap­ 
parently in equal health, 
o n e ’ on 
white bread and the other on entire 
w heat bread, allowing both plenty of 
w ater and 
keeping 
the 
conditions 
otherw ise as nearly equal as possible. 
The dog fed on fresh white bread was 
dead in about 30 days, while the other 
rem ained in his usual health. 
The highest authority on health in 
the world, the British Medical asso­ 
ciation, has declared itself in favor of 
the coarser breads made from the full 
grains. 
The London Lancet, the great­ 
est medical journal in the world, re­ 
cently expressed the opinion that 
the 
great 
increase 
in 
appendicitis 
in 
Britain is due to the increased use of 
fine white bread. 
Appendicitis results from 
the 
pu­ 
trefaction in the large 
intestine 
of 
m asses of incompletely digested food. 
No one can doubt the tendency of 
white bread to mass and putrefy. 
I have said that peanuts should not 
be roasted because albumen, of which 
the peanut largely consists, coagulates 
at 160 degrees, and is then assimilated 
with difficulty. 
The same applies 
to 


Wheat gluten, 
A large percentage of 
the gluten with the indigg|itible nM P 
ter in whole wheat b r e a d l S excreted 
Starch is one elem ent of food that is 
improved by cooking; when thorough­ 
ly cooked it is more fully assim ilated 
than any other food element, except 
sugar. 
It is natural to suppose, then, 
that a larger percentage of 
waste 
should be excreted from whole wheat 
than from white bread. 
But it does 
not follow +hat the white bread is bet­ 
ter than the brown. 
A certain am ount of w aste matter. 
in the food is beneficial, stim ulating 
naturally the action of the intestines. 
No one familiar with the physiology of 
digestion advocates 
predigested 
or 
highly concentrated foods. 
Well cooked starch is m ore 
com­ 
pletely assimilated than 
any 
other 
cooked food, if there is a demand in 
the system for a supply of carbon at 
the time the food is taken, and no ab­ 
normal conditions exist to prevent its 
assimilation. Therefore, we should ex­ 
pect a more complete use 
of 
the 
cooked 
starch 
bread. 
A vigorous 
man on a long tram p would 
utilize 
practically all of half a pound of sugar 
daily, with other food, especially if he 
were below normal weight; but sugar 
is not a good staple diet; half a pound 
a day would soon oause serious trou­ 
ble for a bookkeeper. 
Let a 
book­ 
keeper eat a pound a day of coarse 
bread 
and no serious trouble may 
follow for m onths or years; yet if he 
eat a pound a day of white bread, 
trouble will certainly follow in a short 
time, serious trouble, ultimately. 
Of all the indirect causes of disease 
the most prolific is constipation; and 
there is no more general contributing 
cauae of constipation than fine white 
bread. 
“Fear 
God and keep your bowels 
open ’ was the whole gospel preached 
by a Q uaker who believed in speaking 
the simple truth in a simple way. P e r­ 
haps he had taken his cue from an­ 
other m em ber of that society 
who 
said: 
“I shall pass this way but once, 
therefore if there is any good thing 
I.can do while I am in the way, let me 
not fail td do it.” 
The young physi­ 
cian, full of 
strange 
notions 
about 
“pathogenic bacteria” and “indications 
of the opsonic index,” m ay forget in 
his inquiry in to -the causes of our com­ 
m on ailm ents to ask w hether we are 
living according to the gospel of the 
old Quaker; but our good old family 
doctor, who learns and forgets m ost 
of the brilliant theories of the profes- * 
sion, never forgets to ascertain 
the 
condition of elimination. 
Many 
of 
our able thinkers in the healing pro­ 
fession say there is but one cause of 
disease—the retention of w aste m at­ 
ter in the system. 
t • • 
Our grandm others knew of several 
kinds of physic, some of them not 
very agreeable, but there was-one th at 
was intended to serve as a cure-all in 
all cases in which it was not deemed 
necessary to send for the doctor; it 
was called by way of pre-eminence, 
“a physic.” Now there are people who 
seem to think that God m ade every­ 
thing that m ight possibly 
be 
eaten 
without causing severe distress 
to 
be used for food, and for hundreds of 
years doctors have 
been “proving" 
specific remedies good for real and 
im aginary ills. 
I am glad to havo 
this opportunity to say to a large num ­ 
ber of our American people th at I am 
satisfied that N ature did m ake 
one 
good physic which m an has learned 
to improve (?) by m aking 
it 
into 
coarse bread; but I shall deal with the 
curative values of foods in forthcom ­ 
ing chapters on “The Diet Cure.”

Fad Spreading in England Among All 
Classes. 


Predicted Earthquake and Own Death

This was nearly 
four years ago. He said: “W ith the 
dissolution of my physical'form there 
will be earthquake shocks and tidal 
waves, devastating life and property 
to an extent hitherto unknow n in any 
age." 


T he fashion of playing croquet in 
bare feet has shown signs of spread­ 
ing. 
In country houses and suburban 
villas alike has been seen in a corner 
of the croquet lawn a row of deserted 
shoes and stockings, while their own­ 
e rs ’ feet serenely thread the maze of 
hoops.
